The following is a summary of the proposed project of increasing Harrisburg's city water supply, provided under a $200,000 bond issue proposal to be vot­ 
ed on March 18, 1954. 


The proposal is to build a dam and collect waler on a site near Galatia, permitting the water to flow by gravity down the Middle Fork Drainage ditch to the 
city reservoir. All water impounded would be suitable for use and free of minerals. Each rainfall would add to the reservoir, and the annual average rainfall 
would provide sufficient water for a three-year supply. 


The bonds would be paid oui of water revenue, and not as a direct tax against property. The more water a customer uses, the more his proportion of the 
cost of the project.
